The Youth Movement Museum has been erected 
in Mangyongdae District, Pyongyang, to highlight 
the valuable traditions and proud history of the 
Korean youth movement that has followed a sacred 
course of arduous revolutionary struggle under the 
leadership of the Workers’ Party of Korea, adorning 
its annals with heroic feats of the Korean young 
people. 

The museum exhibits a large collection of 
materials showing heroic exploits of the young 
people who devoted their precious blood and sweat 
for the country and the people in every decade of 
the development since the beginning of the youth 
movement.
